Mayor Brown owned extensive 
citrus ‘Mterests, consisting of orange 
groves, packing houses. and 
land. Much of his holdings. are at 
Highgrove. It is reported that he 
was the owner of large interests in

land in ‘the Salt River Valley near 
Phoenrx. 

This was his first public office, 
although ‘for .several years he has 
been prominent in ¢ivic affairs. 

He was ‘elected on Nov. 15, 1921, 


by a large majority over other can- 
didates in ‘the field. 

Mr. Brown was kirown for his en- 
ergies in reclaiming ~waste land and 
it is estimated that in all “he put 
inder cultivation about 2000 acres, 
of which 1200 -acres were Citrus 
lands. He ‘was operating about 600 
acres of @ftrus groves and was inter- 
ested in half a dozen fruit associa- 
tions. 

During the war he operated about 
1200 acres of cotton land near 
ker, Ariz., and made a fortune out 
of this venture. 

Mr. Brown wus 
1870 and came ‘to 
infant. He was educated at the 
versity of the Pacific at San Jose, 
graduated from Stanford and was at 
Cornell when his father died and he 
returned to Riverside to take charge 
of the estate. He leaves a wife and 
two children, Charlotte, 17 years old, 
and Barbara, 14 years old. He was 
a Mason, former exalted ruier ot the 
Elks and a member of the All Sdints 
Episcopal church.

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SAVE FOR OLD AGE 


TATISTICS show that at the age of sixty-five a 


IS pathetically small percentage of people are 
financially independent. Statistics show, in 
fact, an appallingly large percentage of all men 
and women who reach the age of sixty-five subsist 
only through the charity of relatives, friends or phil- 
‘anthropic strangers. 
Yet of this sad majority the larger number in 
earlier life were earnine much more than a living 


wage. They might well have provided for their de- 


clining years. : 

That they failed to do so was due partly, no doubt, 
to wasteful spending, but still more to ignorance 
how to save. And if is safe to predict that until 
people in general are edueated in principles of effiei- 
ent saving the statistics of needless pauperism will 
remain undiminished, 

Kor it is not enough merely to have a will to save, 
as many seem to think. One must know where to put 
his surplus money so that it will stay saved. And 
one must learn to regard the safety of that surplus as 
paramount to alll other financial considerations, — Tt 
is through failure to meet these two prime require- 
ments that many people, though keenly alive to the 
importance of thrift, eagerly intent on saving, come 
lamentably to grief. 

One naturally desires, of course, to see his savings 
grow of their own aceord as rapidly as possible. That 
is to say, the natural tendency is to look for a high 
rate of interest return on one’s prineipal. But it is a 
financial axiom that the higher the interest return 
the greater the risk to the principal. 

The national government pays on its bonds a far 
lower rate of interest on the bonds they issue than 
most corporations. And as between private corpora- 
tions themselves there is a remarkable variation in the 
interest rate, usually corresponding to a variation in 
risk, 

So, too, the interest rate paid by saving banks is 
low compared with the dividend returns from the 
stocks of prosperous industrial companies. But, as 
recent events have sharply emphasized, money in 
banks does not shrink in times of business depression 
as does money in stocks or wild speculation. And 
bank interest is not ‘‘passed’’ as dividends may be. 

People too often forget or do not sufficiently ap- 
preciate these facts. Still worse, the mere hope of 
gaining an unusually high return is too often sufficient 
to lure people into investing in enterprises established 
only to trap the reckless or unwary. A large per 
cent of the ‘‘sixty-five pauper class’’ owe their present 
condition to the ‘‘get-rich-quick’’ prineiple of big 
returns for capital invested. 

For those who ean afford to gamble, this may not 
matter much. For those who wish and need to save 
for the proverbial ‘‘rainy day,’’ it is of the utmost 
importance. “Safety first’? must always be their 
motto. 

And ‘‘safety first’? as applied to their money means

well managed savings banks and co-operative banks 
and investments in government bonds. 

Once they begin to play with their savings in a 
speculative way they can no longer count themselves 
secure from the menace of ultimate impoverishment.

WRITER in the New York Evening Post has

been reviewing Charles A. 
an educated person, and finds some things 
wanting. That may not be a surprise at all, 
because humanity seems to be getting larger or differ- 
ent standpoints on educational matters. Mr, Dana 
was a distinguished journalist, and editor of the 
New American Cyclopedia. Being the man of affairs 
he was, his opinion counted for a good deal in his 
day. The chief marks of an educated man were, first 
that he. should see accurately, including in this all 
kinds of perception. Few people, he claimed, «saw 
what they looked at; second, that he could deseribe 
what he saw or perceived. The test of teaching is in 
what. the pupil learns; third, an educated man should 
have ability to find out what he wanted to know. 
A man who had these marks was at least fit to be 
a journalist. 

The eritic sees a great lack in this summary. There 
is no mention of facility of imagination, or that 
power of self-command which after all is the supreme 
test of education. Modern educators have drawn up 
lists of things by which a man may standardize his 
educational attainments. But as compared with the 
Dana classification they are more specific and literal. 
They feature processes, whereas Mr. Dana featured

decimal system where the data of knowledge from 
which a complete education is derived is tabulated as 
follows; Philosophy, religion, sociology, philology, 
natural science, useful arts, fine arts, literature, his- 
tory and general works.

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PUNISHMENT OF FELONS 

HE country having come to the conclusion that 

the only way to insure the safe transportation 

of the mails is to employ a small army of 

marines and armed guards, it begins to look as 
if there is something wrong with the American method 
of dealing with felons. The present attitude is that 
they are good men temporarily gone astray, prob- 
ably under pressure of poverty or through a desire 
to gratify some abnormal eraving for excitement. 
When caught and convicted, they are sentenced to a 
period of confinement in a reform institution which 
in a remarkable number of cases fails entirely to 
reform them. 

There has grown up in most American cities a 
contemptuous attitude toward the police and the 
criminal and police courts. It is best expressed in 
the unending series of holdups and burglaries from 
which every city suffers. It is common for business 
places to be held up in broad daylight, and by no 
means uncommon for employes of these places to be 
shot by holdup men. These crimes are convincing 
evidence of the failure of the system of apprehension 
and punishment to ineuleate the fear of punishment 
in men infeeted with criminal tendencies. 

Long prison sentences, whipping posts and other 
devices not entirely compatible with the philanthropic 
spirit of the age have been abolished with no appree1- 
uble effeet upon erime. Few persons would go so 
far as to advoeate the restoration of the publie whip- 
ping post for felons, but it may be that the benign 
reformers who have had their way about 
matters so long and have failed so signally to check 
crime, are through their failure bringing the country 
back to the view that a felon must be handled with
